Our thought 
has been T-et every man look out 
for himself, let every generation 
look out for itself,' while we reared 
giant machinery which made it 
impossible that any but those who 
stood at the levers of control^ 
should have a chance to look out 
for themselves. We Tiad not for- 
gotten our" morals.

bered well enough that we had set 
up a policy xvhich was meant to 
serve the humblest as well as the 
most powerful, vrtth an eye single 
to the standards of justice and fair

We have studied as perhaps no 
other nation has the most effective 
means Of production, but xvc have 
not studied cost or economy as we 
should either as organizers of in- 
dustry, as statesmen, or as indivi- 
duals. 


GOVERNMEOT FOB FEOPIJB. 


Jior have xve studied and per- 
fected the means by which gov- 


ernment may be put at the sen-- 
ice of humanity, in safeg-uardlng 
the health of the 
nation, 
the 
health of its men and its women 
and its children, as x\ell as their 
'ights in the struggle for existence. 
This, is no sentimental duty. TSlo 
firm basis of goxeminent is jus- 
tice, not pity. These are matters 
of justice. There 
can 
bo 
no 


equality or opportunity, the first 
essential ot justice iu 
tlio body 
politic, if men ami 
women 
and 
children bo not tJUelded in 
thoir 
lixes, their xery vitality, from the 
consequences of grout industrial 
and social processes, which they 
cannot alter, control, 
or 
singly 
cope xvith. Society must see to it 
that it does not itself crush 
or 
weaken or damage Its oxvn con- 
stituent parts. 
The first duty of 
law is to keep sound the society 
it 
serxes. 
Sanl'ftry 
laxvs, pure 
food laxvs. and 
laxxs determining 
conditions of labor xvhich indivi- 
duals are poxverle&s to determine 
for themselves are intimate parts 
of the very business of justice and 
legal efficiency. 


These are some of the things xva 
ought to do, and not leave the 
others undone, the old-fashioned, 
never-to-be-neglected, 
fundamen- 
tal safeguarding of property and 
of individual right. This is the 
high enterprise of the nexv day: 
to lift everything that concerns 
our Ufe as a nation to the light 
that shines from the hearthfire of 
every man's conscience and vision 
of tho rUjht. 
It is inconceivable 
that xve should do tltis as parti- 
sans; it is Inconceivable we should 
do it in ignovance of tho facts as 
they are or in blind haste. We 
shall restore, not 
destroy. We 
shall deal xvith our economic sjs- 
tem as it is and as it may be 
modified, not as it might be if xve 
had a clean sheet of paper 
to 
xvrite upon; and step by step* we 
shall make it x\hat it should be, 
in the spirit of thcyse x\bo question 
their oxvn ,wisdoin and seek coun- 
sel and knowledge, not shallow 
self-satisfaction or the excitement 
of excursions, xvhither they cannot 
tell. Justice, and 
only justice, 
shall always be our motto. 
NATION STRONGLY STIRRED. 


And jet it xvill be no cool pro- 
cess of mere science. The nation 
has beep deeply stirred, stirred 
by a solemn passion, stirred by 
the knowledge of xvrong, of ideals 
lost, of government too often de- 
bauched and made an instrument 
of evil. The feelings xvith xvhich 
xx e face this new age of right and 
Opportunity 
sxveep 
across 
our 
heart-springs like-some ah- oat of 
God's oxvn. presence, xvhere justice 
and mercy are reconciled aud the 
judge ajid the brother arc one. 
We know our task to be no mere 
task of politics but a task which 
shall " search us through 
and 
through, xvhether we be able to 
understand our time and the need 
of our people, whether xve be in- 
deed-their spokesmen and Inter- 
preters, xvhether xve hove the pure 
heart to comprehend and the rec- 
tified xvill to choose 
our 
high 
course of action. 


This is not a day of triumph; it 
is a day 
of dedication. 
Here 
muster, not the forces of party, 
but the forces of humanity. Men's 
hearts wait upon ^WB; men's 'lives 
hang in the balance; men's hopes- 
call *pon us to say v'hat we xvlU 
do.

illuminations and fireworks after sun- 
down. 


President Wilson's desire for Jefferson- 


ian simplicity Is distinctly -reflected in the 
decorations of the National Capital for his 
inauguration today. 
While the city is 


aflutter with green and white—the color 
scheme adopted for the wiole affair—- 
and there are occaslonoal blazes o£ red, 
white and blue from entwined flags, ro- 
settes and streamers with here and there 
a touch of Princeton's orange and black, 
yet the whole effect Is one of simple dig- 
nity. 


The central point of this decorative 


scheme is the Court of Honor, that wide 
expanse of Pennsylvania avenue imme- 
diately fronting and extending Cie entire 
length of the White ouse grounds, Usu- 
ally, great columns and arches of class- 
ical design, with shields and banners and 
the insignia of a Roman triumph, have 
marked this precinct of chief activity. 
But today simplicity is the dominant note, 
with nature taking tho place of art, and 
great'forest cedars replacing the classic 
columns .and 
Inaugurations. 


Venetian masts for past 
Before tills wide area us- 


ually stand out the monuments and trees 
of Lafayette Square, but today these 
were shut off by a great tier of seats, 
rising to the tree tops and sweeping- along 
the whole front of the park. 


AVOID ELABORATE DISPLAY. 


In choosing the decorating scheme for 


this central point the Court of Honor, as 
well-as for the brood plaza fronting the 
Union station, the embeUlshxsent of pub- 
lic and private buildings and the decora- 
tions generally along the thoroughfares, 
the Inaugural Committee was guided by 
President Wilson's desire to avoid elabo- 
rate display. 


It was with this Idea In view that the 


principal feature of the President's re- 
viewing stand was designed as a replica 
of the portico of Montlcello, the home of 
Thomas Jefferson, regarded as a type of 
that simplicity which the early President 
exemplified. 
This replica of Montlcello 


Is directly in front of the Wtlta House, 
forming tho left front of the broad Court 
o( Honor. 
While preserving tho severe

In choosing the colors—green of the 


forest .trees and white of the reviewing 
stands—without the usual bunting, shields 
and flags, Waddy B. Wood, architect 'and 
chairman of the decoration committee, 
tept in mind that the Inaugural parade 
would supplyA ample color, with its thous- 
ands of uniformed soldiers, ^sailors and 
marines and gaily dressed civic bodies 
from all parts of the country. The mov- 
ng panorama of the day was counted pn 
to lend brilliancy and life to the occasion, 
while at tha same time President Wibon's 
desire for simplicity was gratified In a 
most effective manner. 


As tho roviewlng parade swung around 


the Treasury and Into the Court of .Honor, 
the first thing to meet the .view .was the 
replica of the home of Jefferson stand- 
Ing out on the left ,from its background 
of forest green. Midway wos^the glass en- 
clousro to surround President Wilson and 
many distinguished officials and guests, 
Ambassadors and italnls^ers of foreign 
countries and representatives of tho, of 
the army, navy, judiciary and Congress.

recently adopted. Next In line of Impor- 
tance come ths question of conservation, 
economy in public expenditures, patron- ! 
age and the foreign policy. Tho tentative 
program for' the extraordinary session of 
Congress, soon to convene. Indicates that 
a foundation will be laid in that session 
for grappling with these matters. 


In preparation for consideration, of tha 


tariff, which is regarded by most of the 
Democratic leaders as of paramount }m- ] 
portance, the Ways and Means Commit- I 
tee of the House, which has charge of alii 
tariff legislation, has been -holding secret 
sessions for weeks past The result of 
tho deliberations of this committee Is 
said to be tha near completion of a tariff ' 
bill intended to provide sufficient revenue ! 
for the running expanses of tha govern-! 
ment. while at the same time it reduces 
some of the most criticized rates of -the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law. 


WILL DISPOSE OF OTHERS. 


It was deemed probable here today*. 


"however, that -the "Tariff Congress," as* 
the extra session, of Congress has been 
nicknamed, will also todertake to dls- 1 
pose of at least one of tho other two- great 
problems facing the .administration, and! 
because of the pre-inauguratlon prepara- 
tion It was believed that the reform of tha 
courrency would receive attention before 
the trust Question. If this program holds 
good, tha administration will rind the 
stage already set for a revision, of the 
banking laws. 


The Glass sub-committee of the House 


committee on Banking and Currency held 
extensive hearings during the recent ses- 
sion of Congress and a bill Is now in 
preparation _ to provide a. more flexible 
currency system to the end of preventing 
panics. In his pre- Inauguration speeches, 
Wilson several times referred to panics 
artificially created, and hinted that any 
financier or group of financiers who start- 
ed sucb a panic should meet summary 
punishment." 


The Glass sub <^jrnmlttee proposes to 


bring In a bill designed to make panic* 
practically Impossible, and if this Icgls- 
lat.nn does not receive attention at th» 
extra session, it is certain to be con- 
sidered during the first regular session 
of the Sixty-third Congress. 


A dozen bills proposing to amend the 


Sherman anti-trust law are now before 
the House committee on Judiciary, Chief 
among these are the Stanley bill, intro- 
duced immediately following the close of 
tho Stanley steel investigation. 
-These 


measures, which ore all much alike in 
their cardinal points, propose to break up ' 
the Interlocking' system of directorates; 
to divorce Industrial corporations from 
railroads and to strengthen the penal sec* j 
tions of the Sherman law.- 


The Judiciary Committee of the HousSj 


intends to t-t^s hearings on the entire i 
trust Questlou soon after the extra, ses- 
sion convenes, and It Is up to President 
Wilson to ask for an immediate revision 
of the "Sherman law, or to suggest that 
this particular class of legislation may go 
over into the next session. 


Ths new President is also confronted 


with the vexatious question of patronage, 
the disposition of which may cause in- 
surgency in Democratic ' ranks. Among 
the other Issues which may embarrass the 
new administration Is woman's Buffraga, 
a cause which is growing; economy, to 
which the1 Democratic 'party. Is pledged, 
and Philippine Independence, to- whlc'j 
the party la also committed.

7/18 Nation's New Head. 


The Democrats have taken the reins of government and the re- 


public still lives. Let us hope that it will continue to live; nor 
do we fear that it will perish or that the change is a presage of 
disaster. 


As a Republican journal, THE TRIBUNE hopes Mr. Wilson 


will give the country a prosperous and successful administration, 
and justify in all respects the high hopes of his friends and sup- 
porters. If he can bring us industrial peace, financial security and 
political stability, none,will be more ready than we to applaud 
and support him. He will have performed a service of which the 
country stands greatly in need and which will entitle him to the 
honor and gratitude of his countrymen without distinction as to 
party. 


Mr. Wilson enters upon the Presidency with the nation in a 


hopeful and receptive frame of mind. He is confronted at the 
outset with a number of perplexing problems, but no President in 
modern times has taken office with the people in a more responsive 
mood or more liberal in judgment. Party spirit was never at so 
low an ebb, and the opposition in both houses of Congress is dis- 
organized, incoherent and ineffective. His chief difficulty will 
be in handling and harmonizing the discordant factions of his own 
party. 


No one doubts the patriotism and benevolent intentions of the 


new President. He is a new type in our political life; therefore 
the public mind is curious to see what he will do and how he 
will do it, though hope colors expectancy. The people hope 
Woodrow Wilson will not fail; they will be disappointed if he 
does, and they are only too willing to follow him if he develops 
the qualities needed in the high administrative office to which 
he has been chosen. 


And the first name of the new President is not Theodore. 


Wow! 


Lane's Appointment to the Cabinet. 


President Wilson could have selected no Pacific Coast man 


for his Cabinet to whom less opposition would be made than 
Franklin K. Lane. " In this case Mr. Wilson found fitness along 
'the line of least resistance. Whatever criticism Mr. Lane's ap-, 
pointment will excite will be provoked by his course in office; 
Ms appointment meets-with approval, enthusiasm even. 


Mr. Lane is an amiable man and has made his way in poli- 


tics without provoking violent antagonisms or making bitter 
personal enemies. He is courteous and tolerant in his treatment 
of others, and he is temperamentally indisposed to quarrel with 
those who disagree with him. He has habitually refrained from 
censorious criticism, and we cannot recall a single instance 'of 
him assailing the personal character of an opponent. 


In addition to having a clean character, Mr. Lane has a pub- 


"lic record which commends him to the good will and confidence 
of the nation. As interstate commerce commissioner he has per- 
formed his duties with diligence, fairness and intelligence. He 
has fulfilled the expectations of his friends and silenced the criti- 
cism of his opponents—he has no enemies. He has proved a good 
officer and an honorable man, extremely likeable and essentially 
fairminded. 


Yet Mr. Lane has accepted a position which he will find dif- 


ficult to fill without incurring hostility'and adverse criticism. 
There are complications for him to adjust that will try his pa- 
tience and fortitude and cause him much tribulation. He would 
have consulted his own peace of mind by remaining a member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. It is a place of great 
dignity and responsibility, and it has a permanency which does 
not attach to a Cabinet office. .We are glad to see him honored, 
and hope he has chosen wisely, but the experience of his two 
immediate predecessors does not encourage tne belief that he will 
find his position in the Cabinet a bed of roses. 


One of the first problems he will have to solve is the Hetch 


Hetchy matter. San Francisco will want him to grant her re- 
quest off-hand. He is a Californian and a former resident of San 
Francisco, and the San Franciscans will not unnaturally expect 
him to do what San Francisco wants without delay. His judg- 
ment may not coincide with San Francisco's wishes. If! it do 
not, Mr. Lane's former townsmen will storm at him in indigna- 
tion. He will be roundly Abused whether he deserves it or not. 


Good-bye, Bill, take care o' yerself. 


San Francisco and ttetch-Hetchy. 


At the last moment Secretary Fisher has turned down San 


Francisco with what reporters would call a dull thud. He says 
such a valuable concession as Hetch Hetchy should not be granted 
without the express authorization'of Congress^ 
« 


"I do not believe that the Secretary of the Interior should 


grant, under the act of February 15, 1901, a permit in this case 
based upon the principal determining factor of the difference in 
cost between available alternative sources of water supply, 
whether the dilterence be $13,000,000 or $20,000,UUU, or even 
more than $20,000,000," he says. "If the Secretary were to do 
this he would, in a certain important sense, be placing a1 monetary 
value upon the preservation of the Hetch Hetchy Valley in its 
present natural condition. Ke would be determining that -in 
order to Save the expenditure of a certain sum of money by the 
people of. San. Francisco the people of the whole country should 
consent to change the present natural condition of the Hetch 
Hetchy Valley. 


"Such action, however, should not be taken by the Secretary 


without a clearer authorization by Congress than I am able to 
believe was consciously intended when the act of 1901 was passed. 
In anv event, such action with respect to so important a feature 
of a national park as the Hetch Hetchy Valley would constitute 
a precedent which should be most carefully and effectively guard- 
ed before it is established." 


For another thing, which Secretary Fisher neglects to men- 


tion, the grant of Hetch Hetchy would carry with it a power 
right worth millions. It is estimated by the engineers who re- 
ported on the Hetch Hetchy project that 115,000 horsepower 
can be generated by damming th? Tuolumnp river ar.d using 
Hetch Hetchy Valley for a storage reservoir. The water privi- 
lege, therefore, carries with it a power privilege of enormous 
value. Both the valley and the power site are in the Yo«emite 
National Park, which is the property of the United Slates. Sec-

retary Fisher doubts his power to grant away this property and 
the valuable water power privilege appurtenant to it without.an 
express authorization from Congress. 


His reasoning is sound, and the principle he lays down equally 


sound., San Francisco should have gone to Congress in the first 
place. Instead of asking Congress to make the grant an execu- 
tive officer of the government was asked to make a gift of 
public property worth millions by executive order. As a gen- 
eral principle, it is unwise to empower executive officers to make 
such gifts without the consent of Congress. 
It should not be 


possible to alienate the public domain by such summary process. 
That is Secretary Fisher's opinion, and he-does not believe tho 
general authority given the Secretary by the act of February 
15, 1901, is a sufficient warrant for the exercise of the power 
San Francisco invoked. 


Notwithstanding the dubious character of the 'proceeding, 


THE TRIBUNE hoped San Francisco would be given the per- 
mit she asked for, believing that the peculiar v circumstances jus- 
tified an expedient equally questionable in law and public 
policy. But the contest is over for the present, and San Fran- 
cisco will have to renew her application or appeal to Congress 
direct. That Secretary Fisher has invoked a wholesome rule to 
justify his refusal cannot be denied. Whether Mr. Fisher's suc- 
cessor will adhere to the rule is a question, but the undoubted 
authority rests with Congress, and it would seem that Congress 
should be asked to make the grant direct or expressly authorize 
the Secretary of the Interior to make it. 


Tumulty is the-name of the new President's private secre- 


tary. Let us hope that his experience as the confidential facto- 
tum of the President will not harmonize with his name. 


Our Tapeworm Navy. 


A dispatch from Washington says the battleship Oregon is 


to go to the scrap heap immediately after the Panama canal is 
opened. After a service of less than twenty years the warship 
which made^ the American navy famous fifteen years ago will 
u«, uiacaiueu a& worthless. 
Her voyage around the continent 


is still a feat unequaled in modern war. Yet the development 
of naval architecture is so rapid that she is already obsoleted, 
and the money invested in her must be charged to profit and 
loss. Which shows how precarious and short-lived investment 
in battleships is. We build them at an enormous expense and in 
the course of a few years they are sold for junk; the money 
spent building them is a permanent loss. 


The great guns never fire at anything more threatening 


than a target, and they, too, pass into the limbo of useless things. 
We keep on building new ships and discarding old ones. It is 
an endless process of pouring money in a rathole—building to 
break up and throw away. 
In ten vears a ship costing t^n 


millions is outclassed, and something bigger, swifter and costlier 
must take her place. The modern navy is the modern serpent 
of Agard swallowing up nations and their substance. 


England keeps a great navy afloat to protect her colonies, 


her bread line and trade communications. Germany builds a 
great navy to neutralize England's sea power. The United States 
builds a big navy because England and Germany have great 
navies. What other reason? Yet the reasons, or fears, winch 
impel Germany and Great Britain do not apply to the United 
States., We are simply keeping in the fashion, building ships 
for sliow and the cheap glory of spending dear money to build 
them.

13,954 acres 
planted to dry and edible beans, 55,000 
acres In hay and forage, 9S9 acres In 
alfalfa, and 50,954 acres in grains, 
cut green for hay. The wheat product 
amounted to '428,636 bushels, barley 
product 3,827,187 bushels, dry and 
edible bean product, 207,674 pounds. 


The total mineral product for 1910 


was $215,322. 


\VhIle these figures speak for them- 
selves, Secretary Jordan has devoted 
considerable space to a general de- 
scriptive article on San Luis Obispo 
county. 
Some of his comments fol- 
low: 


"Until recent years the county as a 


wholo was Isolated for want of a rail- 
road, and real development went on 
but slowly until the Coast Line of the 
Southern Pacific was completed to 
Santa Barbara about 1901, and con- 
nection made by rail wth Los An- 
geles. Meantime the bay of San Luis 
had bepn made accessible bv a local 
railroad leading 90 miles to the south- 
east through tho fertile agricultural 
lands of the southern portion of the 
county, and the rich mineral and agri- 
cultural rpglon of the northern half of 
Santa Barbara county.

tions were ready for tho settlement 
and devnlopment of the rich valleys 
pnrt forHIo ritllt nf th)"" BT«>nt fountv.
